Thus 
pafi'es  away  a  life  of  pride  and  vanity 
among  glittering  toys  and  baubles:  but 
the  votaries  at  this  fhrine  are  ftrangers 
to  tranquillity.  Tofled  in  an  ocean  of 
furious  pafiions,  they  arc  as  much  fub- 
jt<5ted  to  fear  as  the  poor  llave,  who  be¬ 
lieves  that  his  mafter  is  going  to  make 
wine  of  his  blood,  and  gun  powder  of 
his  bones.

As  to  America,  I  fuppofc  if 
i;.  Aberdeen  was  to  live  a  thoufand  years 
hence,  ami  then  viiit  it,  he  would  fee  the 
trees  nuich  in  the  fame  fituation  they  arc 
at  prefent,  the  young  trees  always  fpring. 
ing  up,  and  the  old  ones  falling  gradu¬ 
ally,  one  here  and  another  there.  As  to 
what  he  fays  of  thefe  moffes  being  carri¬ 
ed  up  by  the  flood  being  fomchow  con¬ 
trary  to  the  laws  of  nature,  and  that  it 
could  not  be  tff'e<5ted  by  any  law  of  gra¬ 
vitation  that  now  takes  place  on  our 
globe;  yet  as  it  was  an  extraordinary  cafe, 

I  krjow  nothing  it  has  to  do  with  th,c  or¬ 
dinary  laws  of  nature,  and  hope  £«  A-| 
berdeen  will  not  fay  that  the  ordinary 
laws  of  nature  never  were  altered  in  any 
inflance  fmee  the  creation,  as  h«  knows 
as  well  as  1  do  what  would  be  thcconfc- 
(jucncc.  The  fountains  of  the  great 
deep  being  broken  up,  and  fucli  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  water  alw’ays  fpringing  upw’ards, 
I  cannot  fee  it  iuconfiftent  cither  w'ilh 
reaiun  or  experience,  that  thefe  thick 
inuflts  might  be  carried  up  by  the  water. 
I  have  feen  water  raife  mofs;  it  removed 
part  of  Solway  mofs  from  its  bed ;  aod 
I  have  real'on  to  believe,  had  there  been 
as  much  w’atcr  fprihging  up  as  at  the 
flood,  it  would  have  carried  up  the  whole 
of  thefe  mofles;  but  it  is  tube  obfervedU 
that  1  never  meant  that  thin  mofs  was 
carried  up  by  the  waicrs  of  the  flood 
(but  mefles  between  eight,  twelve,  and 
twenty  feet  depth);  for  the  water  would 
eafdy  break  through  them,  and  leave 
them  in  their  original  fituation ;  and  it  is 
obvious  to  every  careful  cbferver,  that 
there  is  a  very  great  diflcrence  between 
mefs  in  its  original  (late,  and  thefe  thick 
moffes  carried  up  by  the  flo<»d.  Thin 
mol's,  u  hen  formed  into  peat  and  dried, 
is  generally  Very  brittle,  and  will  not 
flick  together;  whereas  thick  iDof{>,  for 
the  moll  part,  when  formed  into  peats 
and  dried,  will  not  eafily  break;  which 
leads  me  to  obferve,.  that  there  are  de¬ 
grees  of  pCrfcdlion  in  the  kingdom  of 
nature.  Godcreated  tv^ry  thing  per- 
U&t  every  herb  of  the  field  bearing  feed ; 
but  many  of  thefe  bi  ought  from  the  field 
(as  they  all  originally  were),  and  plant¬ 
ed  in  gat  dens,  attain  to  a  greater. degree 
pf  periedioni  fuch  as  flowers^  fhrubti 


and  many  other  Tegetables.  The  fame 
holds  with  refpeft  to  thofe  thick  meflea' 
which  were  carried  up  by  the  flood,  and 
at  lad  fettled  upon  the  tops  of  trees,^ 
which,  with  ihrubs,  6cc*  which  they 
carried  down  below  them,  have  attained 
to  greater  perfcdlion  from  thefe  vegeta¬ 
bles  ;  but  that  any  of  thefe  are  the  origia 
of  mofs,  I  have  nut  yet  learned,  Mr  Prin¬ 
ter.  I  might  have  faid  much  more  on 
this  fubjcdl,  but  am  afraid  I  have  alrea^ 
dy  tncroached  too  far.  1  fliall  therefore 
conclude  with  a  few  quellions,  chiefly 
occafioned  by  reading  the  lad  paper  from 
Nithianus ;  1  read  it  with  a  good  deal  of 
pleafurc  till  I  came  near  the  latter  end  of 
it,  where  he  fpeaks  of  the  vegetable  lub- 
danccs,  of  which  he  fays  mofs, is  form¬ 
ed,  to  be  long  imme rfed  in  water,  and  of 
tfieir  being  long  buried  under  the  fur- 
face'  of  the  earth.  Buried  plants  and 
buried  trees,  &c.

Under  this  in.ilk  of  lenity  and 
toleration,  the  rod  is  fteeptd  in  the  bit* 
tereif  gall  for  the  unhappy  BoUonians, 
and  the  (till  more  unfortunate  colonift:* 
of  the  other  provinces,  who  are  intirely 
innocent  of  any  outrage  againft  govern¬ 
ment.  The  province  ot  (^ebec  (now  fo 
called  tn  fave  appearances)  is  extended 
to  the  uttnoft  the  French  ever  claimed, 
that  the  line  maycompafs  as  much  of 
the  back  fettlemcnts  as  poffible,  where, 
by  a  mHitary  government  now  eltablifh- 
cd,  all  the  frontiers  of  the  other  pro¬ 
vinces  may  be  kept  in  fubjc<ftion,  whillt 
‘  a  naval  f  ^rcc  in  the  Atlantic  may  fcower 
tbi  ir  coafts  at  pleafure. 

This,  Sir,  appears  to  me,  and  all  un-. 
prejudiced  people,  the  true  meaning  of  ’

AS  the  experiments  and  obfervatioos

rots,  migpies,  Slc.  which  either  do  not 
Jpeak  at  all,  or  very  little,  are  hens  of 
thole  Ipccifs# 

1  have  ecbicated  neftling  linnets  under 
the  three  belt  finging  larks,  the  Jkylark^ 
nvrotilark,  and  titlark^  every  one  of 
'W’hich,  inltcid  of  lire  linnct’^s  fong,  ad¬ 
hered  intirely  to  that  of  their  refpehtivc 
io  It  mentors. 

VV’^henthenoteof  the  titlark  linnet  \ 
was  thoroughly  fi^tdy  I  hung  the  bird  in 
a  room  with  two  common  linnets,  for  a 
quarter  of  a  year,  which  were  full  in 
long;  the  titlark^linntty  Iniwever,  did 
net  borrow  any  palVages  from  the  lin¬ 
net’s  fong,  but  adhered  ftedfaftly  to  that 
af  the  titlark. 

1  had  fome  curictity  to  find  out  whe¬ 
ther  an  European  ncfiliug  w’ould  equal¬ 
ly  learn  the  note  of  an  African  Irird:  f 
therefore  educated  a  young  linnet  under 
.a  ven^olina  which  imitated  its  A^ri-

t  This  bird  iVtin*  not  to  have  Seen  delcrib- 
etl  by  any  of  the  otnitholcgtlb ;  it  is  of  the 
ji$ifh  uil*c,  and  ahnut  the  fame  f:zc  with  our 
at'erJavIne  («r  tilkin).  The  colours  arc  grey 
und  wluie,  and  the  cock  hath  a  bright  yellow 
upon  the  rump.  It  is  a  verv  familiar 
bird,  and  Tings  better  than  any  of  thole  which 
are  not  European,  except  the  American 
h',rd^ 
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cm  mafier  fo  exactly,  without  any  mit-* 
turc  of  the  linnet  fong,-  that  it  was  ini'* 
pofTible  to  diltinguilh  the  one  from  the 
other. 

.  This  ven^olina- linnet  was  abfolutely 
perfect,  without  ever  uttering  a  fingle 
note  by  which  it  could  have  been  known 
to  be  a  itnnet.  In  fome  of  my  other  ex¬ 
periments,  however,  the  ncftling- linnet 
retained. the  call  of  its  own  fpccics,  or 
what  the  bird-caicher.s  term  the  linnet’s 
chucklfy  from  fotnc  refeinbauce  to  that 
word  when  pronounced. 

I  have  before  Itated,  thit  all  my  neft- 
Hnp  linnets  were  three  weeks  old  when 
taken  from  the  lied;  and  by  that  time 
they  fctquently  learo  their  o^wn  call 
from  the  parent  birds,  which  1  have 
mentioned  to  conlift  of  only  a  finglc 
note. 

To  be  certain,  therefore,  that  .i  neft- 
ling  will  not  have  even  the  call  of  its 
fpecics,  it  IbouM  l>e  taken  from  the  neft 
when  only  a  day  i>f  two  old;  liecaufe, 
though  nedlings  cannot  fee  till  tiie  fe- 
renih  day,  yet  they  can  hear  from  the 
indant  they  are  hatched  ;  and  proba- 
Wy,  from  that  circumdance,  attend  to 
founds  more  tlwu  they  do  afterwards,* 
cfpecially  ati  the  caH of  the  parents  an¬ 
nounces  the  arrival  of  their  food- 

1  mud  own,  that  1  am  not  equal  nvy- 
fclf,  nor  can  I  procure  any  perl^m  to  take' 
the  trouble  of  bieeiling  up  a  bird  of  this 
age,  as  the  odds  ag.ainft  its  being  reared 
arc  alniod  infinite.  The  warmth  indeed 
of  incuhatiort  may  be,  in  fome  meafure, 
fnpplied  by  cotton  and  fires;  but  .thefe 
delicate  animahs  require,  in  this  date, 
being  fed  almod  perpetually,  whift  the' 
nourilhment  they  receive  Ihould  not  on¬ 
ly  be  prepared  with  great  attention,  but 
given  in  very  fmall  portions  at  a  time- 

Though  I  mud  admit,  therefore,  that  I 
have  never  mylelf  reared  a  bird  of  To* 
tender  an  age,  yet  1  have  happened  to  fee 
both  a  linnet  and  goldfinch  which  were 
takeirffoin  their  nefts  when  oilhy  two  or 
three  days  old. 

The  firft  of  thefc  belonged  to  Mr 
Matthews,  an  apothecary  at  Kenfington, 
which,  friim  a  want  of  other  founds  to. 
imitate,  almod  articulated  the  worda 
pretty  boy,  as  well  as  fome  other  fliort 
fenlcnces :  1  heard  the  bird  myfeif  re¬ 
peat  the  words  pretty  hoy ;  and  Mr 
Matthews  affured  me,  that  he  had  nei¬ 
ther  the  note  or  call  of  any  bird  wbatfo- 
ever.  .  .  i 


Thu  talking  linnet  died  lad  year,  an<l 
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fn^ny  people  went  from  London  to  Ivcar 
him  rpe^k. 

Tlie  pi)!dfinch  I  have  l>efore-mention- 
r{\,  was  reare-d  in  the  town  of  Knighton, 
in  Radnorthirc,  which  f  happened  to 
hear  as  1  was  walking  by  the  houfc 
where  it  was  kept. 

I  thought  indeed  that  a  wren  was 
fiiigiiK;  a-wd  I  went  into  the  hmife  to 
enquire  after  it,  as  that  little  bird  fcldom 
Jives  long  in  a  cage. 

The  people  in  the  houfr,  however, 
told  me,  that  they  had  no  bird  but  a 
p.ildfinch,  which  they  conceived  to  fing 
itH  own  natural  note,  as  they  called  it; 
npon  which  I  ftaid  a  ctKifiderablc  time  in 
the  room,  winift  its  notes  were  merely 
thole  of  a  wrew,  without  the  leaft  mix¬ 
ture  of  goklfinch. 

On  furilier  inquiries,  I  found  that  the 
bird  had  been  taken  from  the  ntft  when 
only  two  or  three  days  old  ;  that  it  was 
hung  in  a  window  which  was  oppofitc 
to  a  fmall  garden,  whence  the  neftling 
had  undoubtedly  acquired  the  notes  of 
the  wren,  without  having  had  any  op¬ 
portunity  of  learning  even  the'  call  of 
the  goldtinch. 

The  farJfs  which  I  have  dated  feem  to 
prove  very  decifively,  that  birds  have 
not  any  innate  idea'*  of  the  notes  which 
arc  fuppofed  to  be  peculiar  to  each  fpe- 
cies.  Rut  it  will  poflibly  be  niked,  why 
in  a  wild  date  they  adhere  d)Aeadily  to 
the  fame  long,  infomnch  that  it  is  well 
known,  before  the  bird  is  heard,  what 
note?  you  arc  to  expedt  from  him. 

This,  however,  arifes  intircly  from  the 
nelUing’a  aiteivdiug  only  tr>  the  inftrnc- 
lion  of  the  parent  bird,  whilft  it  difre- 
gards  the  notes  of  all  others  which  may 
perhaps  be  Tinging  round  him.

SIR, 

is  not  more  naturally  prone  to 
attribute  every  unfucccr**fiil  event 
that  lK-falt>  himfelf  to  the  inHuence  of 
fortune  and  unlucky  chance,  than  he  is 
to  alcribr  all  the  mistoriuncs  of  others 
to  their  own  mil'manapcmcnt,  and  to  at¬ 
tribute  m  thing  to  that  concurrence  of 
•lortuitous  circiimriauce?  which  frequent¬ 
ly  coitfoundH  the  bed  concerted  fehemes 
that  can  hr  formed  by  the  wifdom  of 
man.  On  this  account  the  unhappy  fuf- 
tererj  arc  too  often  reviled,  and  acciifgd 
pf  faults  of.  whicb  they  vveic  not  guilty,

inftead  of  meeting  with  that  lenient  fym- 
pathy  which  their  unfortunate  (ituatioii 
ought  iMtuf^liy  to  excite.  This,  I  am 
afraid,  has  hitherto  been  too  mtich  thft 
cafe  with  regard  to  our  diftrclTcd  btc- 
thren  in  the  Highlands  of  Scotland; 
who,  although  involved  in  diftrefles  in  x 
great  mcaiurc  arifing  from  caufes  which 
few  individuals  among  them  could  either 
have  forefeen,  or  prevented,  if  th(y  had 
been  apprehended,  are,  ntverthelefs,  ac- 
cufcd.and  reviled  as  if  they  thcmfclvei 
were  the  foie  and  immediate  proenrera 
of  all  thefe  misfortunes  under  which  they 
at  prefent  labour.  And  as  every  one  ra 
ready  to  flnft  tlie  burden  from  himfelf, 
and  put  it  upon  thofc  who  may  appa¬ 
rently  be  acculcd  as  accelTaries,  the  poor 
are  unanimondy  difpofed  to  attribute  all 
their  didreifes  to  the  rapacity  of  thofe  of 
higher  ftaiion;  while  thefe,  with  tqtfal 
virulence,  and  peiliaps  juflicc,  rctoil  tlic 
charge  upon  the  indolent  and  helplefii 
poor.  Thus  equally  irritated  againft  one 
another,  they  rack  their  invention  todif- 
cover  dill  more  and  more  caufcs  of  com¬ 
plaint  in  thofc  againft  whom  they  are  of¬ 
fended.  And  as  thofe  who  are  not  prin¬ 
cipals  in  the  difpnte,  iifually  take  a  tide, 
and  greatly  calumniatc.thcoppolitc  p.'irty, 
they  only  ferve  to  widen  the  breach  that  is 
Tilready  but  too  large,  and  foment  thefe 
diflVnfions  that  ferve  to  divert  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  all  parties  from  the  real  and  pri¬ 
mary  rnufc  of  theit  misfortuneg,  and 
thus  cft'c^tually  prevent  them  from  coiw 
curring  together  in  concerting  fiicb  plan# 
as  might  in  fome  nieafure  alleviate  therr 
prefent  diftrefles,  and  help  to  ward  eff 
thefe  greater  evils  that  fetm  to  threaten 
them.  It  is  with  a  view  in  fome  mea- 
fure  to  effedtuate  this  defirab'e  end,  that 
I  have  now  refumed  the  pen ;  and  if  I 
(hall  fucceed  in  proving  that  a  great  part 
of  the  prefent  diftrefs  of  the  llighlandf 
arifes  from  caiifcs  in  'which  the'  prefent 
inhabitants,  w'hether  rich  or  poor,  have 
but  little  (liaie,  I  hope  it  will  in  fome 
meafure  ferve  to  alleviate  the  .virulence 
of  party-difpntc  ameng  them ;  and,  w  hen 
they  view  each  other  as  equal  luflerers  In 
one  common  calamity,  make  them  !«€ 
difpofrd  each  to  make  the  load  as  light 
to  the  <vtlier  as  they  can,  inOead  of  mu* 
tually  adding  thereto,  as  their  prefent 
-animofitjcs  and  mutual  jealoufy  of  one 
another  moft  powerfully  does.

He  is  to  thank  his 
mother-country  for  dilgorging  upon  him 
fuch  wretches  as  fometimes  undertake 
the  management  of  Wcft-lndia  proper¬ 
ties ;  and.  by  a  wanton  torture  iiiHided 
on  the  (laves  confided  to  tdeir  charge 

inafters  for  three  years;  but  their  maHers.  ha¬ 
ving  no  confcicitcc,  traffic  with  their  bodies 
as  With  cattk  at  a  fair,  idling  them  to  otf.cr 
matters  as  they  do  negroes.  Yet,  to  .idxance 
this  trade,  forn^  perhms  go  purpofdy  into 
ftance,  and  l.kewife  to  England  and  other 
countries,  to  pick  up  young  men  and  boys, 
whom  they  inveigle  and  trani'port;  and«  ha¬ 
ving  once  got  them  into  the  iflands,  they 
work  them  like  horfes;  the  toil  impofed  u- 
j'on  ilicm  l)cing  much  harder  than  what  they 
enjoin  the  negroes,  their  Haves;  for  theic  they 
endeavour  to  prelcrvc,  being  Lhcir  perpetual 
bondmen;  but  for  their  white  lervants,  they 
care  not  uhtthcr  tl.cy  live  or  die,  feeing  they 
are  to'fcrve  them  lio  longer  thau  three  years. 

**  The  planters  of  the  Caribbcc  ides  (he 
uHcrts)  were  llill  more  cruel  to  their  white 
icivants.'*  And  lie  names  a  h'rcncliman  at 
^^C  Cliiiftophtr's.  **  who  had  killed  above  a 
hundre'd  uiih  ftiipcs  a(>d  blows.  In  regard 
to  the  Kngiiih  (he  fays)  they  did  the  fame 
with  ibciri,  and  that  the  milocft  cruelty  they 
excicifed  towards  tlicir  fervants  was,  that, 
when  they  had  ftrsrd  fix  years  of  their  time 
(the  i)l\»ai  terms  of  their  conpafl  being  feven) 
thev  ried  them  fo  ill.  as  toiccd  then  to  beg 
their  rhallers  to  fell  them  to  others,  though  it 
were  to  begin  anotlitr  fcivUudeof  I'cvcn  years; 
and  ;hai  he  had  known  many  who  had  thus 
Ai’-rd  Hftren  or  twenty  years. ** 


(the  refult  of  their  own  iinprinciplfd 
hearts  and  abominable  tempers),  bring 
an  unmerited  cenfurc  on  the  gentlemen 
proprietprs,  who  arc  no  further  culpable 
thr.n  in  too  often  giving  this  employ^ 
incut  to  the  outcafts  of  fvx:ie(y,  becauie 
it  may  happen  they  can  get  none  better, 

“  The  planters  do  not  want  to  be  told 
that  their  negroes  arc  human  creaturest 
If  they  believe  them  to  be  of  human 
kind,  they  cannot  regard  them  (which  Mr 
Sharpe  infills  they  do)  as  no  better  than 
dogs  or  horfes.  But  how  many  poor 
wretches,  even  in  England,  arc  treated 
with  far  lefs  care  and  humanity  than 
thefe  brute  animals  !  I  could  wi(h  the 
planters  had  not  too  much  reafon  .uii 
their  fide  to  retort  the  obloquy,  and 
charge  multitudes  in  that  kingdom  with 
negleding  the  juft  rclpeCl  which  they  owe 
to  their  own'fpccics,  w’hcn  they  fuffer 
many  around  them  to  be  perfecuted 
with  unrelenting  tyranny  in  various 
(hapes,  and  others  to  perilh  in  goals  fur 
want  of  common  neccifaries;  whilft  no 
expence  is  thought  too  great  to  beftow 
on  the  w'ell-being  of  their  dogs  and 
hoifes.  But,  to  have  dene  with  thefe 
odious  comparifons,  1  (liall  only  add, 
that  a  planter  fmiles  with  difdain  to  hear 
himielf  calumniaird  for  tyrannical  be* 
haviour  to  his  negroes.  He  would  wilb 
the  defamer  might  be  prefent,  to  ob- 
ftive  with  what  fieedom  and  confidence 
they  addiefs  him;  not  with  the  abjedl 
proftration  of  real  (l.aves,  but  as  their 
common  friend  and  father.  His  autho¬ 
rity  over  them  is  like  that  of  an  antient 
patriarch;  conciliating  affection  by  the 
mildnefs  of  its  exertion,  and  claiming 
refpe^  by  the  juftice  and  propriety  of  its 
decifions  and  difciplinc,  it  attra^s  the 
love  of  the  honed  and  good,  while  it 
awes  the  worthlefs  into  reformation.— r . 
Amongft  three  or  four  hundred  blacks 
there  muft  be  fome  who  are  not  to  be 
leclaimed  from  a  favage,  intra^able  hu¬ 
mour,  and  a^s  of  violence,  without  the 
coertion  of  punilhment :  So,  among  the 
whole  body  of  planters,  fome  may  be 
found  of  naturally  auftere  and  inhumso 
tempers.  Yet  they  who  aid  up  to  the 
dignity  of  man  ought  not  tp  be  con¬ 
founded  with  ctheis,  whofe  odious  de¬ 
pravity  .of  heart  has  degrade^!  them  be¬ 
neath  the  rank  of  human  beings.  Tp 
call  general  refledions  on  any  body 
men  is  certainly  illiberal;  but  mueb 
more  fo  when  applied  to  thofe  who»  if 
their  condud  ai.^  charaders  were  full/

dice,  for  not  having  given  them  the  pre¬ 
cedence  which  is  their  due:  but  1  dif- 
patched  the  gentlemen  firlt,  that  1  might 
pay  the  more  attention  to  the  lovelier 
fex.  Feminine  bcauUra  and  virtues  arc 
to  be  found  in  every  clime,  the  growth 
cf  every  foil.  The  Creole  women  arc 
perfectly  ivcll-ftiapcd  ;  and  many  of 
them  remarkably  handfomc.  lo  gene¬ 
ral,  they  have  exceedingly  good  teeth; 
which  lome  have  i»nputed  to  the  pains 
they  conftantly  take  in  cleaning  them 
w'ich  the  chawftickf,  which  guards 
them  fiom  the  feurvy.  They  prefer 
chocolate  to  tea;  and  do  not  dtink  any 
liquor  lo  hot  as  is  cuftomary  with  wo¬ 
men  in  England.  It  Teems  to  be  a  vul¬ 
gar  error,  that  fugar  cauTes  the  teeth  to 
decay.  It  is  certainly  an  antii'eptic,  and 
unjuftly  bears  that  blame;  which,  for 
the  moft  part,  (hould  rather  be  thrown 
on  the  negied  of  cltanlinefb.  The  ladies 
of  this  illand  eat  large  quantities  of  it  iu 
fugar  cakes,  or  what  is  called  <  pan^ 
fugar  and  confectionary,  1  knew  a 
man  here  who  was  cxceffivcly  fond  of 
lugar  and  its  preparations.  During  the 
crop-feafon,  he  not  only  ufed  to  eat 
plcntiTully  of  it,  hut  mixed  fyrup  and 
water  for  his  common  beverage  at  meals, 

f  A  fpecics  of  rhamnus.  It  is  of  a  bitter 
taftc,  and  contains  a  great  quantity  of  fixed 
air  ;  both  of  which  qualities  render  it  a  very 
proper  corrector  of  any  putrid  flough  that 
n»ay  happen  to  lodge  between  the  interfticci 
ot  the  teeth.  It  is  cut  into  fmall  junks,  of 
three  or  four  inches  in  length ;  one  extremi¬ 
ty  of  which,  being  firft  foaked  a  little  while  in 
warm  water,  is  loon  formed  into  a  foft  brulh 
by  chavsing;  from  whence  it  derives  its  po¬ 
pular  name. 

f  Tlic^fyrup  in  the  tachc,  or  laft  c!ari£er, 
adheres  in  a  thick  cruft  to  the  rim,  fomewhat 
rcfeinbling  brow  n  lugar-c..ndy.  This  is  ta¬ 
ken  olf,  and  paftes  under  the  name  of  pan- 
fugar.  Cakes  are  alfo  made  by  mixing  n  lit¬ 
tle  powdered  ginger  and  cinnamon  with  die 
claribed  fvrup;  and,  after  pouring  it  on  a 
plate,  it  hardens,  and  U  diced  uito  little 
Iquarcs. 


At  the  age  of  about  eighty  years  he  had  • 
his  teeth  (till  complcat^  pcrfetftly  white 
and  found.  ‘He  informed  me,  that  he 
never  was  afftided  with  the  tooih-.'ich 
in  his  life.  His  head  was  covered  with 
good  black  hair,  without  aav  vifibie  in-‘ 
termixtureof  grey,  or  the  leaft  fyinptoin 
of  baldnefs;  and  he  wax  ftrong,  hale, 
and  lively.  He  imputed  theToundiirla 
of  his  teeth,  his  unchanged  Hair,  and 
a^ivity,  to  bis  never  having  drunk  malr 
liquor,  wine,  or  ipirits  of  any  kind ;  his 
only  drink  being  plain  water,  the  pureft 
he  could  get,  or  mixed  with  fugar.  He 
would  probably  have  attained  tu  a  much 
greater  age,  if  it  had  not  been  tor  an  ac« 
cident,  occaftoned  by  bis  own  temerily. 

Kalm,  accounting  for  the  bad  teeth 
of  the  ladies  in  Penlylvania  and  other 
North- American  provinces,  oppofes  the. 
vulgar  notion  of  bad  qualities  in  fugar 
upon  f  very  probable  grounds.  He  ob- 
ferves,  that  women  who  ufed  no  fugar 
in  their  tea,  had  equally  bad  teeth  as  the 
reft;  that  the  men  in  general  werelefs 
liable  to  this  misfortune;  and  that  the 
Indians,  living  in  the  lame  air  and  coun¬ 
try,  were  remarkable  for  got>d  teeth. 
He  afertbes  the  decay  of  tWm  to  the 
drinking  tea  too  often,  fometimes  no 
lefs  than  thrice  a-day,  and  too  hot. 
Some  females  may  titter  at  the  good  Dr 
Hale's  experiment  with  a  pig’s  tail, 
which  being  dipped  into  a  cup  of  tea, 
heated  to  the  degree  in  which  it  is  ufualt 
ly  drank  (viz.  thirty  degrees  above  the 
blood-heat),  the  Ikin  was  fcalded  in  a 
minute,  fo  as  to  make  the  hair  come  oflT 
eafily.  But  he  juftly  concludes  from 
thence,  that  the  frequent  drinking  of 
fucb  hot  liquor  is  hurtful,  agreeable  lo 
the  general  aftertion  of  phyiictans.  And 
I  may  add,  that  the  ableft  dentifts  have 
concurred  in  their  teftimony,  that  it  is 
particulnrly  deftruiftivc  of  the  enamel  of 
the  teeth.  No  people  in  the  world  have 
finer  teeth  than  the  native  Blacks  of  Ja<v 
maica;  and  none  devour  greater  quan« 
titics  of  fugar.  Few  of  the  Creole  ladies 
ftp  their  tea  till  it  cools  to  about  milk-* 
warmth,  nor  oftener  than  once,  oral  the 
utmoft  twice  a-day.  But  they  who 
have  been  brought  up  in  England,  where 
they  were  accuftomed  to  diink  it  almr  ft 
boiling  hot,  and  debauch  in  it  too  freely, 
are  many  of  them  fo  much  addiArd  to 
and  confirmed  in  this  pradice,  that  they 
cannot  break  them  Tel  vex  ol  it  here  with, 
out  much  relu^ance.

Bofton:  and  being  fully  fcnfiblc  of  our 
inJifpenfible  duty  to  lay  hold  on  every 
means  in  our  power  to  preferve  and  re¬ 
cover  the  much  injured  conftitution  of 
our  cmintry  ;  and  confeious  at  the  fame 
time  of  no  alternative  between  the  hor¬

engage,  to  fufpend  all  commercial  inter- 
cv>urfe  with  the  iflmd  of  Great  Britain, 
until  certain  ads  of  the  Britilh  parlia> 
ment  ihall  be  repealed;  and  whereas 
printed  copies  of  the  faid  unlawful  in* 
llrumcnt  Irave  been' tranfmitted,  by  th.c 
afiuel'aid  committee  of  corrctpondcncc, 
io  called,  to  the  fevera!  towns  in  this 
province,  accompanied  with  a  (canda- 
ious,  traiterous,  and  feditions  letterj  cal¬ 
culated  to  inflame  the  minds  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  to  diilurb  them  with  ill-grounded 
tears  and  jealoufics,  and  to  excite  them 
to  enter  into  an  unwarrantable,  hndilc, 
and  traiterous  combination,  to  diflrefs 
Ihe  Britilh  nation,  by '  interrupting,  ob- 
llruding,  and  deflroying  her  trade  with 
the  colonics,  contrary  to  their  allcgianec 
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due  to  the  king;  and  to  the  form  and  cf* 
fed  of  divers  (tatutes  made  for  fecuring, 
encouraging,  proteding,  and  regulating 
the  faid  trade;  and.  deftrudivc  of  the 
lawful  authority  of  the  Britilh  parlia* 
ment,  and  of  the  peace,  good  order,  and 
(afety  of  the  community.
